1 had better say In what way 
it is un unusual film, Weil, 
fltst trusting to my memory,, 1 
should say that no other film 
has relled on so small a location 
jor a film, Other films have 
come near it, and some very 
fine films at that. “Front Page,"

On October 24, 1945, about 
3,000 of us were joaded on to a 
train, Over-*60 men were 
bundled into cach truck—meant 
fo hold about 40—and we were 
piven a couple of hnlf-cooked 
potatoes every day. 


We were off on the first lap 
of our terrible, twelve-month 
Journcy to the farthest corner 
of = Silberia. And depth 
Followed us every mile of the 
way. 


Imprisonment and beatings 
had left us all weak, Now we 
were starving, too, Sub-zero 
temperatures tortured us, crush- 
Ing our will to survive, 


FLUNG OPEN 


At every stop {he doors were 
flung open and we Iald out a 
few more budies in the snow, 
By the time the train had 
revched Chita, half the journcy 
had been completed and little 
more than half of us were — still 
alive. 


They transferred us to sledges 
and we travelicd slowly on 
under the guns and whips of 
the soldiers.

Their job was to drive us on 
ond on with = threats and 
Yasnhes without actually — Iilting 
us, for’ the Russinns wanted 
work out of us, But only 1,230 
of the 3,000- who had left 
Moscow reached Cupe East. 


When we arrived ot lost, tho 
first snow of the winter wis 
falling. The cold gouged into 
our bones as we marched from 
the sledges. 1 saw a chuster of 
huts huddled on a narrow, grey 
plateau.
